The discovery at Trinil, in Java, of¢ 
another and better specimen of the skull 
of that strange anima] known as pithecan- 
thropus erectus is the most startling news 
that anthropologists have had in many 
years. It is a full generation since the first 
“apeman” bones were found, and Dr, Du- 
literally furnished 
bones of contention ever since. The orig- 
inal find was merely the top of a skull, and 
the reconstruction of the remainder was by 
what, ‘if it had not been shown to be accu- 
rate in many other instances, the layman 
would call guesswork. 

If the new skull is s complete or even 
fairly complete specimen, as dispatches in- 
dicate, it will settle many arguments and 
disputes among scientists. 
prove who was the best cuesser. 

Only two other discoveries in the history 
of.the world are ranked in anthropological 
importance with that of the pithecanthro- 
pus erectus; that of the so-called Piltdown 
man in England and of the Heidelberg man 
in Germany. Of these skulls only frag- 
mepts exist—the Heidelberg 
no more than part of a jaw and some | 
teeth. None of the three is believed by, 
the majority of scientists to be man of the 
existing species, or an ancestor of kim. | 
So none is the missing link, probably, 
though the question cannot be said to have 
been settled with any certainty.

Soon after breakfast, being made distinct- 
ly uncomfortable by the motioa of the ship, 
l took to my berth. But I found no com- 
fort even there. The ship plunged about so 
that | was continually in danger of being 
thrown out of bed and across the cabin. 

There followed another night of misery 
for the crew, now nearing exhaustion from 
the contigwed strain. One of the stout, 
woven-steel foremast shrouds parted dur- 
ing the night. The old ship was beginning 
to break under the persistent pounding and 
battering, but so far her hull was sound. 

The second morning broke with a slight 
cessation in the ferce of the wind, soon re 
flected in a noticeable lowering of the 
waves. The clouds, dense and low all the 
day before, seemed to be clearing to wind- 
ward. The sun was yet obecured, bat a 
strange light lay over the sea. The water 
was a pale green. 

The captain headed the ship more direct- 
ly into the wind. The motion of the vessel 
was semewhat rougher in consequence, but 
we were becoming inured to it and suffered 
no further ill effects. One moment the bow- 
sprit would plunge into the foam as the ves 
sel shot down imto the trough and a mo- 
ment later water would flood in through 
the stern-line choks as antother choppy 
comber rose under the bow.

Evertually we came entirely under the 
shelter of the high bluffs and just at dusk 
dropped anchor in a small bight about half 
a mile «of shore.

Eventually Redwood Valley 
will have as lovely grounds as any Califor- 
nia school, for the instaliment plan is work- 
ing out well in this case. Also the school 
is blest with a janitor who is a “real 
gardener, A. R. Sprague, who, while waiting 
for the shrubs to grow, raises cut flowers 
in. quantity—especially sweet peas. Any 
teacher, who appears interested in plants. 
has her windows kept filled with charming 
things in pots. 

There may be more horticultural ability 
in and about the schools than educationa! 
folk realize. The Claremont grammar 
school has a janitor who is a real horticul- 
turist, E. F. Holtz, who might well be teach- 
ing a class in horticulture as a sideline. He 
has done many interesting things, especially 
with the gladiolus. and lately exhibited a 
dahlia. Many of us would rather learn 
gardening from some one who really can do 


it, than from one who can teach according — 


to approved methods, but may be unable to 
make anything grow. Few teachers are 
born gardeners. If they were, they wouldn't 
be teaching, perhaps.

So 
much of the state's richness in shrub and 
tree and flower is due to the landscape 
gardener's skill, and to the great horticul- 
tural establishments which have brought 
both the plants and plant knowledge within 
easy reach of the amateur gardener that 
flower-loving*folk owe a génuine debt of 
gratitude to those who have so positively 
aided in making our wildernesses blossom 
the rose. 


A show that recently held at Monte 
bello is not only immensely interesting and 
a joy to the eyes, but nurserymen, forists, 
and gifted amateurs alike, made it highly 
educative. It was impossible for the 
“dumbest,” in the old Philadelphia phrase, 
to walk about the exhibite without becom- 
ing horticulturally wiser. Fortunate, it is 
for California that horticulturists have taken 
so many different lines. It is also hi 
encouraging to the amateur to reflect 
if he takes one flower and works with it, he 
has a chance to do something notable 
interesting. . There were beautiful ever- 
greens from Armstrong, of Ontario, who for 
years has maintained the reputation of 
growing fine stock in great variety; a very 
interesting collection of decorative shrubs 
from the Pioneer Nurseries, of Monrovia, 
ranging in size from the baby fruited cut. 
tings of tha Lalandii up--and ex. 
tremely well arranged; a water garden from 
Alles, of Hollywood, with interesting aquatic 
rlants and especially notable for the gor. 
geous blue lotus growing in it. Howard 
and Smith had a beautiful showing of roses 
—many new ones of exceptional interest; 
this firm is very definitely interested in de- 
veloping new roses. 


In color, the dahlias dominated. Particu- 

larly gorgeous were the copper and orange 
tones which shaded into barnt orange and 
old gold. Notable was the huge size of the 
flowers, which have seemed able to attain 
great dimensions and still keep their fine. 
ness. Very interesting are the newer ferms 
of the Collarette type, of which the inner 
petals are of a differently contrasting color. 
which gives the flower an amusing effect of 
being “made up.” Mr. Seaman's Advanc’ 
Dahlia Gardens, of Compton, are but four 
years old, and when one saw the size of his 
exhibit and the range and color of the 
blooms, and inspected his acres fairly 
ablaze with dahlias, one realizes a little the 
speed with which things are done in Cali 
fornia. The Superior Dahlia Gardens shared 
the honors and exhibited beautiful blooms 
Mrs. Barker, of Bell, was a notable prize 
winner, and W. H. Oliver, of Claremont, who 
grows dahlias of superb size—and beautifu: 
ones. 
The setting of the Montebello show was 
tortunate and the Aladdin-like celerity with 
which a bare ten acres has been made into 
a park-——-not yet is Mulholland Park a year 
old reflects great credit on those who have 
had the work in charge. 

The rapid succession with which fairs and 
exhibits have followed each other must have 
been a strain on the horticultural folk and 
others who took part therein—-they or their 
products. It would really require the quick- 
change faculties of a vaudeville artist to 
stage satisfying exhibits so almost simul- 
taneously in so many different places. The 
borticultural exhibits at the. Riverside fair 
and at Pomona were notable and extremely 
interesting. 

Most hopeful'is the definitely educational 
character of practically all of them. Southern 
California horticulturists, whether nursery, 
men or private gardeners, seem seriously 
endeavoring to disseminate horticyltural .in- 
formation; plants are carefully labelled. 
leaflets of clear and definite information as 
to the growing of one or another of the 
plants are to be had for the asking. Typical 
of these is the excellent leaflet printed by 
the Dahlia Society.

Potting Bulbs for Winter Bloom 

As soon as the bulbs come in, they may 
be potted for winter blooming, and few 
decorations are more delightful than a pot 
of growing bullae. bulbpanms or 
boxes may be used. ° t florists who sell 
bulbs give very complete and detailed direc- 
tions as to how to grow them successfully. 

The point is, of course, to simulate for the 
potted bulb the conditions it has when 
planted in the ground, only that the season 
may be hastened as ome ghooses; but it 
must have the weeks of darkness and cool 
temperature for root growth before being 
brought to the light. The Paper White 
Narcissus, is what might be termed a “light 
sleeper” and can do with but two weeks 
of retirement before being brought into the 
light for leaf-crowth and flowering.

One 
heard it everywhere in the huge crowds 
that thronged the mammoth tents atid stock 
sheds, and swarmed over the grounds and 
race course of this agricultural and tndus- 
trial classic of America’s richest farming 
eountry. Visitors, exhibitors, fair manage 
ment, every¥body, seemed to feel the same 
way about it. The Los Angeles County Fair 
has “arrived.” It is one of the eréat fix-

war, when such stress was being laid on 
speeded production. 

The agricultural and top was 
literally a tent within a tent, for the dec6ra- 
tors had cunningly fitted in walls and a ceil- 
ing of colorful hangings that completely hid 
all signs of the unlovely outer canvas from 
view.

matoes, the production of the popular vege- 
table under heat will be a large industry, 
Charlies Haas, of San Gabriel, head of the 
San Gabriel Greenhouse Company, operating 
three large houses, has implicit faith in the 
futare of this activity im the Southland. 
This year, the first that the company has 
attempted to grow tomatoes under glass, 
has demonstrated that the public will soon 
learn the difference in quality of field-grown 
and hothouse tomatoes, he says, and he 
points out that in Southern California, with 
fits mild climate, greenhouses can be 

ated at a minimum heat cost. : 

The production of vegetables under glass 
in Southern California is not a new indus- 
try, for cucumbers have grown in hothouses 
here for several years. However, this year 
marks the first attempt to the . writer's 
knowledge to produce tomatoes this way. It 
has long been known that costs of green- 
house operation in the Southland are lower 
than in most parts of the country, but due 
to the long season of fleld-grown tomatoes 
im this section, the local demand has not 
been such as would warrant this type of pro 
duction. However, with the phenomenal 
growth in population of Southern California. 
and the cosmopolitan appetite of the second 
million, so to speak, has come a demand for 
the hothouse tomato even during the early 
months of summer, when Mexican and Im- 
perial Valley tomatoes are on the local 
markets. It is readily seen, therefore, that 
in Southern California, hothouse produc 
tion is not entered into because of a ne- 
cessity, as it is in the Bast during these 
months, but because of a demand for the 
quality of products which forcing under 
glass insures. In fact, Mr. Haas states that 
the sole purpose of utilizing this method of 
production is to get quality. 

The culture of tomatoes under glass, he 
says, requires experience and considerable 
capital. The methods which are used seem 
exceedingly complicated to one who is used 
to planting in the open. The plants are 
grown in a special propagating house, where 
the soil is carefully sterilized before the 
seed is planted, to preclude any chance of 
disease or insect damage. Also, a special 
strain of seed is planted, one that is partial 
ly resistant to some of the common hot- 
house diseases. When the plants are about 
two inches tall they are taken from the seed 
beds and potted, so that they will develop 
imto stocky, uniform plants that can be

transplanted into the growing houses. 

The San Gabriel Greenhouse Company has 
three houses, each 36 by 240 feet in dimen- 
sion. While the plants are being grown, ac 
tivity in the growing houses takes the form 
of soll sterilization, and thorough preparn 
tion of the earth to receive the plants. The 
starting of such an activity requires mucl 
effort and money, so no chances are taken 
with pests. As the planting of the same 
soil year after year takes certain elements 
of plant food away, it is necessary to usc 


chemiea! fertilizers to produce appearance, 


flavor and quality in tomatoes. After the 
plants are sef in the houses, an even tem- 
perature is maintained at all timés to insure 
a uniform growth of the plants and devel- 
opment of fruit. It requires about fifty or 
sixty days to mature tomatoes in the hot- 
house from time the plants are trans 
planted, or about thirteen weeks in all. 
from the seed. 

Picking in the San Gabriel Greenhouse 
Company houses this year started late in 
May and continued through June. Of course, 
all blossoms had to be hand-pollinized,a task 
not known to the regular grower of toma- 
toes. There are also other cultural prac- 
tices common to greenhouse growing. 

In picking, the fruits are placed in bas 
kets and handled very carefully. From the 
growing houses, they are taken to an ad-

In Southern Calif tomatoes are 
grown for May market in the Imperial Val- 
ley, on our hillside slopes for late June and 
July, and in the lowlands from then on un- 
til Christmas, for the local market, for ship- 
ment east and for the cannery. Greenhouse 
growing adds another phase to this major 
vegetable growing activity, one that is wel- 
come in our agricultural scheme. 


Preaches the Virtues of 
Dehydration 


PORTERVILLE.—Mr. and Mrs. T. P. 
Neithammer and their family of three chil 
dren formerly lived 2 Arizona, but the cll- 
mate did not suit them so they came to Cal- 
ifornia, looking for a new location. In 1921 
they bought a farm near Porterville and 
set out twenty acres to prunes. Last year 
the trees bore a fair crop and this year 
they produced well. 

Mr. Neithammer looked with disfavor ou 
the sun-drying of fruit, so he bullt a dehy- 
drator last year, the first one in this dis

returns more weight to the grower, that 
the product is more perfectly cured than 
sun-dried fruit and that it is far more sani- 
tary.
